The last will and testament of Ogden Cockeroft, South Carolina 

In the name of God, I Ogden Cockeroft being in a low state of health but in sound mind and sumary calling to 
mind that it is appointed for all men to die and that after that to come to Judgement do ordain this my last will and 
testament. First of all I recommend my soul to God that gave it nothing doubting but that my body and soul shall 
again be united at the glorious moming of the resurrection and my body -- to the dust from whince it was taken to 
be buried in a christian like manner and as for the estate that the Lord has been pleased to help one within this life. 
First of all | desire that my just debts be paid and the residue to be disposed of as follows. 

First, I give unto my beloved wife Jane the following property viz, a negro woman named Hannah, one horse, one 
white colored cow and calf and my stock of pigs that is three burrows and breeding sow and ten shouts and the 
household and kitchen furniture and crop that is now on hand. Also, I desire that she have the use of the 
plantation on which I live during her natural life and then for my three grand sons namely William Cockeroft, John 
Cockeroft and David Cockeroft, heirs of my son John Cockeroft. Also a negro woman named --- during her 
natural life and then to Mary Cockeroft. 

Secondly, in lieu of the above named land, I give to my son William Cockeroft a tract of land laying on under 
Woods branch of ---creek water of Saluda River containing one hundred and thirty two acres and all the rest of 
my moneys to be collected without just and equally divided between my son William Cockeroft and the lawful 
heirs of my son John Cockeroft. 

I do hereby ordain, constitute and appoint. my son William Cockeroft and Jacob Green my executors of this my 
last will and testament and hereby make --- all othr wills and ordain this my last will and testament in witness 
whereof I have hereunto set my hand an seal this twentyth day of October in the year of our Lord One Thousand 
Eight hundred and twenty and forty fifth year year of the Independance of the United States of America. 

We the heirs of the above testators have this day agreed to the above writing as the last will and testament of 
Ogden Cockeroft, ded, and --- by the same as witness our hands and seal this 30th day of October 1820.
